Ag Credit Act Approved by President Carter August 4 



Numerous Changes in Farm Loans Set, 
Simple Majority for Beef Referendum 
Assures Another Vote Late in 1979 


President Cartel last Friday signed 
tho Agricultural Credit Act of 1978 und 
a couple of amendments of particular 
interest to the cattle industry were 
therein. A rider to the Emergency 
Credit Act by Son. Robert Dole of Kan¬ 
sas altered the rules of the Beef Re¬ 
search & Information Act making it 
possible to launch this program with a 
simple majority of the cattle owners 
voting. Earlier legislation required a 


two-thirds majority and in the first at¬ 
tempt to launch the program the plan 
got n majority, but not the needed two 
thirds margin, 

Considerable controversy developed 
in the earlier attempt to launch the edu¬ 
cational and promotional beef act; many 
farm organizations cither maintained a 
hnnds-oii position and same actively op¬ 
posed it.

at the cattle, there really doesn't ap¬ 
pear-to be that much difference, if any 
jat all. Certainly one man's cattlo are 
j not twice as good as another's and yot 
he receives twice as much for his 
calves, maybe even more. 

And then I realized that the live¬ 
stock business isn't really any different 
than, any other business or sport. It's 
just a “Slight Edge" that separates 
the winners from the losers - only 
one more hit in every ten times at bat 
separates a Rod Carew ($300,000 per 
year! from a journeyman ball player in 
the big leagues ($30,000 per year). 

Maybe just ton minutes a day of re¬ 
cord Keeping on your herd would give 
you the "Slight Edge" yon need in 
evaluating performance.

Putting it 
nnother way. a big shot is a little snot 
that just keeps on shooting. 

In the Red BrangilS breed we are 
formnato that we do have the 
kind of cattle for today's market — 
That gives us one "Slight Edge" going 
in — and I believe that we as indi¬ 
vidual breeders can expand on that

Office). 2. Keeping neat, clean facilities 
(looks like you're successful but not ox-

ormance production records for your 
benefit in making management deci¬ 
sions as well as marketing cattle. 
(ARBA Office is preparing record sys¬ 
tems for 8Ale to members). 6. Estab¬ 
lishing name and reputation in local 
communities '(One good way is thru 
theFFA and 4-H events).
